Pikeville, Ky., Oct. 1—Only 
two of Pike County’s eight 
magisterial districts remained 
wet today after local-option 
elections yesterday here and 
in adjoining Floyd County. 

In Floyd County the vote, 
on a county-wide basis was 
6,274 for prohibition, 4,669 
against. 

The two Pike County dis- 
tricts remaining wet were Dis- 
tricts 7 (Pond Creek) and 8 
(Peters Creek), mining areas 
near the West Virginia border 
which rejected prohibition by 


votes of 1,379 to 1,042 and 688 


to 553, respectively.

ment Given Local 


Impetus 


The Whitesburg Office of 
the U. S. Employment Service 
today announced plans for 
participation in ‘National Em- 
ploy the Physically Handicap- 
ped Week’, which has been 
set for October 6-12. 

In announcing this ‘Week’ 
Eugene E. Day USES Manag- 
er pointed out that this is a 
very significant program in 
Letcher County. Those suffer- 
ing industrial injuries and 
those wounded in the armed 
services constitute a large per- 
centage in the county. In the 
files of the USES alone there 
are registered for employment 
approximately 200 handicap- 
ped workers. 


Statistics show that low 
turnover, absenteeism and ac- 
cident rates plus high efficien- 
cy rates make handicapps very 
very desirable workers when 
their abilities are properly 
matched to the job. The ex- 
periences of employers during 
war time in working handi- 
capps are potent examples of 
the contributions which the 
handicapped can make. 

Within the past two months 
the local office announced that 
it had been able to place ap- 
proximately 25 handicapped 
workers on jobs in which they 
are now making proper ad- 
justment. It was further 
pointed out that handicapps 
should be employed with ac- 
cent on their abilities rather 
than on their disabilities. 

All employers who have op- 
enings for which handicapps 
might qualify are urged to 
place their order with the Em- 
ployment Service to provide 
these workers access to job 
information.

Sen. Lawrence Carter 
To Be Rotary Speaker 
Friday, Oct. 4th 


Senator Lawrence Carter, 
Harlan, Ky., will address the 
Whitesburg Rotary Club, Oc- 
tober 4, noon, on the need for 
a new state constitution at 
Whitesburg, Ky. 

Senator Carter will appear 
under auspices of the Com- 
mittee for a New State Con- 
stitution, a non-political . rgan- 
ization of men and women n- 
terested in replacing the 1891 
constitution with a modern 
document they hope will be 
more responsive to current 
needs of the people. 

The speaker’s appearance in 
Whitesburg is one in a series 
of statewide meetings sched- 
uled by the committee, of 
which Dr. Thomas D. Clark, of 
the University of Kentucky, 
is chairman. The meetings 
are being addressed by a 
speakers’ bureau of 50 civic- 
minded men and women, rep- 
resenting many professions 
and interests. Hambleton 
Tapp, Frankfort, is chairman 
of the speakers’ bureau. 

The question directly in is- 
sue is whether or not the peo 
ple, at the general election in 
1947, will approve calling a 
constitutional convention. The 
two preliminary steps already 
have been taken, with passage 
by the 1944 and 1946 General 
Assemblies of an identical bill 
authorizing the question to be 
put to the people. 

If the people show by their 
affirmative votes in Novem- 
ber, 1947, that they want a 
constitutional convention, 100 
delegates would be elected in 
1948, from the 100 districts of 
the House of Representatives. 
The machinery for this elec- 
tion, and a blueprint of pro- 
cedure, would be enacted by 
the 1948 Legislature. 

The Committee for a New 
State Constitution has an- 
nounced plans to conduct an 
aggressive speaking campaign, 
with the primary purpose of 
making clear to local audienc- 
es the reasons and arguments 
for a new constitution.

LIFE IMPOSSIBLE WITH- 
OUT PHOSPHORUS 

Phosphate application to 
the soil enables plants, animals 
and.humans to obtain the 
phosphorous needed for their 
normal development, Chair- 
man, N. R. Day of the Letcher 
County Agricultura] Conser- 
vation Association committee 
says. 

“Experts now generally 
agree that if life is to go on, 
certain soil elements are nec- 
essary,” Chairman Day con- 


tinued. While these elements 


are numerous phosphorous 
along with nitrogen, potas- 
sium, and calcium are needed 
in the larger quantities, he 
added. 

In soils lacking phosphorous, 
the application of phosphates 
in various forms makes it 
available to plants. These in 
turn make it available to ani- 
mals and human beings. Not 
only does this practice im- 
prove the quality of crops 
grown, but it also increases 
the yield. 

In recognition of the need 
for this element in human nu- 
trition and because some soils 
lack phosphorous, assistance 
is given under the Agricultur- 
al Conservation Program to 
farmers who apply phosphates 
to their land. 

Farmers who have not re 
ceived phosphate this year 
may get it now to apply on 
winter cover crops, pasture 
and hay crops. 

Winter Cover Serves 
Dual Purpose 

Cover crops protect the land 
during the winter months and 
will add plant food to the soil 
when plowed under next 
spring.

Commission For 
Telephone Rate 
Increase 


Wage Increases, Building and 
Material Costs Pushing Expen- 
ses up Faster Than Revenues; 
Company Says Earnings Low- 
est in History.

Because of greatly increas- 
ed wages and rising costs of 
material and building construc 
tion, the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company 
today asked authority to raise 
rates in Kentucky so it can im- 
prove and expand service in 
| pace with the state’s economic 
development. 

In a petition filed with the 
Kentucky Public Service Com- 
mission, the Company said its 
expenses in this state had 
‘climbed 118 per cent since 
1939, while revenue increased 
only 88 per cent. During this 
same period total payroll costs 
increased 202 per cent. The 
Company said it had 4,000 em- 
ployees in the state represent- 
ing an increase of 90 per cent 
since 193.

The rate increase for local 
service would be on a sliding 
| scale, depending on the size of 
| the locality. The Company is 
also asking authority to in- 
crease long-distance rates 5 
cents on most calls within the 
state. The Company stated 
that the requested rate in- 
crease would not produce all 
ithe added revenue that cur- 
rent costs indicate is needed 
but that it hoped that its oper- 
ating exper ence under the re- 
quested rates might 
them to be sufficient.

“That we have been able for 
many years to absorb increas- 
ed costs, without asking for 
higher rates, is, we feel, a re- 
markable achievement of 
which the Company’s manage- 
ment, our employees, and sub- 
scribers can justly be proud.”
